For the last year or more puhlie
landa in the western stales have

been designated by the Secretacy of
the Interior as suwbject to entry un-
der the so-called enlarged-homestead
act, or the 320-acre homestead act,
only on petition of those who desire
Lo avall themselves of the provisions
of this law., This procedure was an
omerowth of the desire of the De-
partment 4o designate no  lands
which were nol actually enteralile
under the law in question. !n order
to accomplish this end the status of
each tract had to be l'l'l't't"ﬂlhi‘lll-(l 1o
determine whether #  was already
entered, was a school section, was
involved In a State selection, or for
any other renson had been taken out
aof the class of “unapprosiated”
public lands which alone are conters-
ble under this act. This search
meant that with the meager force
nvailable to the LUepartment only
